Some of these were broken and at­ 
tempt had been made to repair them 
by tieing the breaks with string. 
A bro* en drop cord is a sou rce of 
possible fire, by reason of the insu - j 
lation being liable to catch on fire 
from the broken strands.

with a carpet.
